—Thi bones of St. Benedict, saved 
from one of the worst bombings 
and shellings of World War II, 
rest again in their tomb in the 
mountaintop abbey of Monte Cas- 
sino which he founded more than 
14 centuries ago.

Slied Tears as Joe Flubs a Hand 


By OSWALD JACOB* 


Hard Luck Joe sometimes gets 


my sincere sympathy. He man- 
ages to pitch a lot of easy hands 
down the drain, and nobody sheds 
any tears about those; but he also 
flubs some really difficult hands, 
and then he gets a sympatheti< 
nod from his friends. 


Take the hand shown today as 


an example. Most average players 
would miss the point, and even 
many really good players would 
land in the red ink. Test yourself 
by covering up the East-West 
cards, and see how you would play 
the hand. 


West opened the deuce of dia- 


monds, and Joe won with dummy's 
ace. He immediately led the jack 
of spades from dummy, and East 
won with the ace. East continued 
by leading the king of diamonds, 
and Joe ruffed with the nine of 
spades. 


Do you still agree with all of 


Hard Luck Joe's plays? That last 
play is the fatal error. It looks 
quite normal, but South must not 
ruff that diamond. Look again, 
and you'll spot the right play at 
once. 


South must discard the Jack of 


hearts. This discard costs him 
nothing, since he is sure to lose 
the heart trick eventually anyway. 
The advantage of throwing the 
trick away now is that when South 
is eventually over-ruffed on a dia- 
mond, there will be no mere dia- 
monds led through him. 


East will be unable to regain the 


lead (because his ace of hearts 
will no longer be an entry), and 
South will lose only two trumps, 
and the trick that he allowed East 
to win in diamonds. 


When the hand was actually 


played, Joe ruffed the king of 
diamonds with the nine of spades. 
West over-ruffed with the ten of 
spades and led a heart to his part- 
ner's ace. Now East led another 
diamond through Joe, and there 
was no way to prevent West from 
winning another trump trick.

Add "Infrastructure" to Vocabulary 


Mutual Security Administrator Averell Harriman's 


bright young men have been doing some spare-time re- 
search on the origin of the newest word in official baf- 
flegab gobbledygook bureaucratese. The word is "infra- 
structure." 


It is now used to mean international military works 


financed and used by more than one country for mutual 
defense. 
The $450 million chain of airbases now being 


built in Western Europe for North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization forces are therefore called infrastructure. 


The word has been traced back to French diction- 


aries of 1933 and later. The word as used by French 
militarists is the opposite, or the -supplement, of "super- 
structure." This perfectly good word is used by naval 
men to mean everything above the main deck on a ship. 


From this it is broadened to include the top com- 


mand of any military organization. Anything high up. 
Everything "infra" or below on the ground, therefore, is 
taken to be the infrastructure. 


When this explanation was given to high Pentagon 


brass, they said they'd never heard of the word. 


Its first use in NATO circles seems to go back to 


the September, 1950, meeting of the North Atlantic 
Council in New York. Some Frenchman, thus far uni- 
dentified seems to have popped it

The cost of living index is still high, at 391, but 


this represents a drop of 21 points from 412.

MATURE PARENT 


FEAR CAN MAKE NATURAL 
BEHAVIOR APPEAR SINISTER 


By MURIEL LAWRENCE 


The 'father of an adopted child 


writes me that though she does 
not know the facts of her birth, 
she is a happy and contented little 
girl. 


"Why," he asks, "should I di- 


vulge the truth to her before she 
has developed the strength and 
security to withstand the shock?" 


This father should certainly not 


try to do any divulging at this 
?oint. Until he recovers from his 
"ear that the truth would be so 
shocking, so disturbing to his child 
that she must have better defenses 
to stand up to it, he should not 
attempt to tell it. 


Hia emotions about the facts 


might present them in an alarming 
.ight to his little daughter, just as 
our own uncomfortable feelings 
about sex, for example, can make 
youngsters uneasy about it, too. 


I wish this reader could bring 


himself to get some expert guid- 
ance on his attitude toward his 
foste.- parenthood. Such help would 
strengthen him to hold more firm- 
ly am' confidently to the creative 
goodness of his adoptive action—a 
necessary development if he wishes 
lis child to regard it as creatively 
good, no matter how long he post- 
pones telling her the facts. Such 
ielp might also shorten the period 
of strain in which two loving 
adults must live with their child 
in cruel and needless fear of the 
truth. 


I am discussing the state of 


mind in this sincere and conscien- 
tious parent because it so well il- 
lustrates the point I often try to 
make in this column—the power 
of-our fear to make a bugaboo of 
an innocent fact. 


Here, in this father's case, the 


face is an adoption. Would an 
expert in this field be alarmed at 
having to tell his child that he was 
adopted ? No, he wouldn't. His ex- 
perience has convinced him that 
a parent's pleasure and pride in 
his adoptive action insures the 
child's pleasant and proud reac- 
tion to it, too. Would the truth 
appear menacing to a religious 
persoi? No, the truly religious 
person would say, "As truth is 
not hostile to love, but is its 
counterpart, truth can only bring 
me closer in love to my child." 


Fear Makes the Difference 


The specialist ar.U the religious 


perso: are looking at the same 
fact that my reader is looking at. 
To him. it is menacing; to them, it 
appears, innocent and benevolent. 
What makes the difference in 
what they see? Fear. 


It is easy to recognize the fears 


of others: and to perceive how an* 
other's fear of losing love is de- 
priving him Of peace. But when the 
fears are ours, we let ourselves be 
pushed around. Do we, for in- 
stance, relate our impatience with 
our small thumb sucker to our 
reaction when a neighbor recently 
called him "backward." Do we link 
our rage over an Impulsive child to 
fear that the relative who thinks 
our training Is "too soft" may 
be right ? Do we recognize the con- 
nection between our own fear ol 
losing love and the way we are 
behaving to our son's pretty new 
"date?" 


The facts that our children suck 


thumbs, are impudent or seek out 
pretty girls for companions are as 
Innocent and benevolent as the 


fact of adoption. What makes 
them appear sinister to us is fear.

{£ One basic test to make when

to check on the frame. 


Many people try furniture for 


comfort and examine the uphol- 
stery material, but few remember 
to find out about the frame that 
holds all the parts together. You'll 
have to depend on a label of the 
salesperson for this information, 
since these features 
cannot be 


seen. 
- Ask for this information: 1. 
ftwhat kind of wood is used in the 


unexposed parts of the 
frame? 


The best quality is hardwood that 
has been thoroughly seasoned and 
guaranteed against defects. Soft- 
woods do not hold tacks so well 
as 
the 
hardwoods. Ask, 
too, 


about the thickness of the wood; 
a minimum 
of one and 
one- 


eighth inches is necessary to hold 
tacks securely. 


2. What construction details are 


^•vised? The frame should be well 


braced. Screwed corner blocks of 
hardwood make for more sturdi- 
ness than glued-in blocks. 
The 


absence of blocks usually means 
poor construction. 


Joints which are 
doweled or 


mortised and tenoned are stronger 
than those that are nailed. A 
dowel is a wooden pin which fits 
Into holes in the piece to be join- 
^d. In a mortise-and-tenon joint, 
2} small rectangular projection on 
one piece of wood is glued into a 
hole on another piece.

"Always Possible" 


In answer to a question by Rep.

Worst In Arkansas 


This was by far the worst of 


man tornado disasters which have 
hit Arkansas through the years.

Funeral homes were swamped. 


The dead were stacked like cord- 
wood at Searcy while attention 
,vas given first to the injured. 


Hospitals likewise were jammed. 


Aid stations were set up in schools, 
churches, national guard armories 
and other suitable standing build- 
ings in the disaster areas. 


The first of the death-dealing 


twisters hit Dierks, a small lumber 
town about 110 air miles southwest 
of Little Rock about 2:45 p.m. 


Smashes Truck 


D. C. Phipps of Little Rock was 


driving a transport truck 
near 


Judsoma when the winds cam«. 
Suddenly a house came flying 
across the lu'ghway and smashed 
into the truck. Phipps suffered 
only scratches and hitch-hiked in- 
to nearby Beebe with one of the 
first reports of the disaster. 


At Dyersburg, Tcnn., a black 


funnel of wind dipped out of the 
sky, snatched up the squad car 
of Tennessee State Patrol Sgt. Joe 
Williamson, and hurled it 300 
yards. 


Williamson was killed. He nad 


been ordered into the Dyersburg 
area to help organize rescue work 
after an earlier twister had raked 
the section. 


Lord Meld Wind 


At England, Ark., Nathan Davis 


accounted for his escape from 
death this way: 


"The Lord held the wind back." 
The tall, middle aged Negro said 


he saw the twister coming and 
ran outside and fell beside his car. 


"The wind twisted me over and 


over, but the storm went over the 
car like the Lord was holding it 
back, and then' it started tearing 
up the houses." 


Although what is believed to be

NEW YORK —(AP)— Space i 


no longer a matter of distance. 


To conquer the gap between u.. 


and the moon is now a matter o 
money, relatively no more cxpen 
sive for the American nation todaj 
than it was for a shop girl a goner 
ation ago to gamble her year's sav< 
ings on a voyage to Bermuda. 


They say they can reach the 


moon—and they will. 


But space and time are words 


the scientists use to measure the 
universe. And they are shinkmg 
that universe like a drying apple. 


They are conquering the old bar' 


riers of time and space, but wheth- 
er they are getting closer to the 
heart's desire of the world remains 
to be seen. 


May I tell you of two personal 


adventures in time and space to 
point my meaning? 


Biggest Vojage 


When I was a boy, the biggest 


voyage I remember in space was 
a wuitery 45-mile trip with my 
uncle. It was in a weather-cracked, 
isinglassed, model T Ford steering 
across the vaguely-charted, muddy 
landscape 
between Kansas City 


and Lexington, Mo., my father's 
birthplace. 


Our destination was known, but 


our route was a gamble. Our ve- 
hicle, sturdiest then known, was 
still a doubt. But it held up. 


But it wasn't until I saw Korea 


that I knew God gave men colder 
days. But I still remember the 
warm sense of victory when the 
beaten little car wheeled home. 


I remembered those 45 miles of 


conquered Missouri mud again the 
other day when I sat in a New 
York restaurant and heard a 39- 
year-old man tell seriously how he 
had made plans to go to the moon. 


His name was Wernher Von 


Braun, the German inventor of the 
deadly V-2 rocket that almost 
forced Britain to capitulate in the 
last world war. 


Von Braun, a scientist who now 


is enlisted on the side, of American 
arms, is now devoted to a very 
simple proposition. 


Beyond Gravity 


• He has figured out a way he can 
shoot up a rocket some 1,075 miles 
or so beyond the reach of gravity. 
He has figured that if he can shoot 
up 12 of them he can build a 
doughnut-shaped watchtower hold- 
Ing 36 m«n who can spy down as 
they circle the earth every two 
hours and use their platform 
through radar to control the world. 


"An enemy just couldn't hide 


'any more," he said. "We could call 
down fire on him wherever he was. 
If we don't build 'his space sta- 
tion, the Russians will sooner or 
later." 


Von Braun says he can safely 


get men up and back from this 
whirling space station, even rocket 
them on to an exploratory trip to 
the moon and return them whole. 


"It would take only four billion 


dollars and ten years to do," he 
said. "That is only a fraction of 
the American military budget." 


Listening to him I had no feeling 


of doubt that his project could be 
done. But I had no sense of victory 
over space. I only felt depressed. 


If Von Braun is voted the money 


he wants and bold men carry out 
his plans successfully, they will 
have negated the obstacle of the 
sky.
